I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  1966*  There  were  no 
dramatic  incidents  relating  to  the  public  health  during  the  year,  which 
is  as  it  should  be*  It  is  the  function  of  a  public  health  department 
to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  those  events  which  may  make  headlines* 
With  the  transfer  of  the  Area  Nursing  Officer  from  Havant  to  the  new 
office  block  this  now  houses  officers  concerned  with  a  v/ide  field  of 
personal  and  environmental  health  services  together  with  some  of  the 
voluntary  services  whose  object  is  the  help  of  those  in  difficulty* 

I  should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  help  and  assistance 
in  my  work  which  I  have  received  from  the  officers  and  staff  of  the 
Council,  and  in  particular  from  Mr.  Sedgwick  and  the  other  members  of 
the  Department*  The  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  have 
given  understanding  and  support  during  the  year  and  I  thank  them  and 
many  others,  notably  local  doctors  and  nurses,  social  workers  in  other 
departments  and  ministries  and  many  voluntary  workers*

The  Urban  District  of  Petersfield  is  an  ” island"  within  the  rural 
district  of  the  same  name,  and  comprises  the  small  attractive  country 
town  together  with  a  surrounding  area  of  agricultural  land.  Petersfield 
is  traversed  by  the  main  London  to  Portsmouth  road  and  railv/ay,  and  both 
are  crossed  by  an  important  east/west  road  link,  the  A. 272  Midhurst  to 
Winchester  road.  The  town  has  several  small  manufacturing  firms,  the 
largest  being  the  I.T.S.  rubber  works.  It  is  also  an  important  centre 
of  retail  trade,  and  possesses  an  abattoir  which  supplies  a  wide  area.

STAFF  &  ORGANISATION. 


There  we  re  no  staff  changes  in  1966,  but  Miss  Collins,  the  clerk  in 
department  also  acts  as  clerk  to  the  Area  Nursing  Officer,  and  a 
subvention  is  received  from  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  these 
duties*  This  arrangement  has  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

The  pupil  health  inspectors  continued  to  attend  on  certain  days  in 
each  week  during  most  of  the  year.  As  mentioned  in  the  1965  report, 
these  two  men  are  serving  in  the  Navy  but  are  attending  Highbury  (Portsmouth) 
Technical  College  training  course  for  Health  Inspectors,  one  being 
formally  attached  to  the  rural  and  one  to  the  urban  district.  In  practice 
they  often  work  together.  In  the  autumn  term  the  Highbury  course  was 
changed  from  the  "day  release"  type  to  a  six  month  theory  followed  by 
six  month  practical  type  of  course,  so  they  ceased  to  be  available  for 
practical  work  but  will  return  in  the  spring  of  next  year. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE. 


Sewage  Disposal* 

The  proposed  major  enlargement  of  the  town’s  system  was  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  during  the  year,  and  detailed 
planning  is  now  being  done.  The  proposals  are  for  a  considerable  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  existing  purification  plant  together  with  the  relaying  of 
certain  main  sewers.  This  is  a  major  project. 

The  extension  of  the  present  system  in  the  Tilmore  Gardens  area  on 
the  north  of  the  town  was  approved  during  1  966  and  work  began  on  this  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  existing  tip  on  a  part  of  the  sewage  v/orks  land  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year.  A  new  and  larger  refuse  vehicle  was  purchased  in 
1 966;  this  will  be  more  economical  in  use  when  this  tip  is  closed  and 
refuse  is  deposited  in  the  rural  district  tip  at  Buriton. 

Public  Conveniences. 

A  joint  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  public  health  committees 
of  the  urban  and  rural  districts  was  held  at  Bolinge  Hill,  following 
complaints  regarding  the  use  of  lay  bys  on  the  main  London/? or tsmouth 
road  as  sanitary  conveniences  by  travellers.  As  a  result  of  this 
representations  have  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport  for  the 
provision  of  public  toilets  here. 

Water  Supply. 

This  is  provided  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company,  who  maintained 
a  satisfactory  supply  which  is  submitted  to  frequent  bacteriological 
testing. 

Swimming  Pool. 

The  summer  was  not  particularly  favourable.  Nevertheless  the  pool 
was  used  by  some  22,867  persons  as  well  as  by  numerous  school  parties. 

The  purification  plant  worked  satisfactorily,  as  shown  by  the  bacteriological 
analyses  of  samples  of  the  water. 

Housing. 

The  main  building  in  1966  was  confined  to  the  Ramshill  project  of 
bungalows  and  flats  for  the  elderly,  and  to  planning  a  new  council  estate 
at  Rival  Moor.  Private  building  development  was  reduced  in  1966  in 
comparison  with  recent  years,  due  to  the  difficult  economic  situation.

The  major  commitment  in  this  field  is  the  inspection  of  meat  at  the 
Grange  abattoir,  of  which  full  details  will  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector's  report. 

The  volume  of  work  here  continued  to  increase,  though  not  as  much 
as  in  recent  years.  The  general  standard  of  carcases  was  satisfactory, 
but  it  was  notable  that  animals  received  from  certain  producers  tended 
to  have  a  high  condemnation  rate . 


In  the  control  of  matters  affecting  both  environmental  and  personal 
health  we  are  indebted  to  advice  and  assistance  received  from  the 
Directors  and  staff  of  Portsmouth  and  Winchester  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
and  also  from  Mr.  Preston,  the  County  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
and  we  thank  them  for  the  help  given  during  1966. 


PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Hospitals. 

Concern  was  aroused  by  a  report  that  the  closure  of  Petersfield 
Hospital  was  being  considered  by  the  Portsmouth  Group  Management  Committee. 

An  enquiry  by  the  council  elicited  the  reply  that  this  action  was  not 
contemplated.  The  small  geriatric  hospital  at  Heathside  operated  throughout 
the  year. 

Major  hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Portsmouth,  and  uncomplicated 
midwifery  is  carried  out  at  The  Grange  maternity  home  at  Greatham. 
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Family  Doctor  Service 


Six  doctors  have  surgeries  in  Petersfield;  five  of  these  practise 
from  group  premises  in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall. 

Maternity  &  Child  Health. 

Miss  Dell  took  up  her  appointment  as  Area  Nursing  Officer  in  March 
1966.  There  was  some  reorganization  of  the  county  nursing  areas  at  the 
time  of  her  appointment,  and  her  area  now  covers  the  Petersfield,  Alton 
and  Droxford  districts  and  Eastleigh  Borough.  There  is  no  direct 
attachment  of  nursing  staff  to  any  of  the  Petersfield  practices,  in 
which  the  individual  doctors  organize  their  own  ante-natal  clinics.  The 
County  Health  Clinic  at  Love  Lane  was  redecorated  during  the  year  and 
more  efficient  heating  was  installed.  A  weekly  child  welfare  clinic  is 
held  here  on  Wednesdays;  this  has  a  high  attendance  and  the  work  of  this 
clinic  is  greatly  helped  by  a  band  of  voluntary  workers,  to  whom  we  are 
most  grateful.  Various  other  clinics  are  held  in  these  premises,  such 
as  ante-natal  relaxation  classes,  ophthalmic  and  other  school  clinics  as 
well  as  the  main  centre  for  the  school  dental  service  in  the  area.

District  Health  Sub  Committee. 


In  1948,  with  the  coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Act  of 
1946,  the  existing  local  Nursing  Associations  were  absorbed  into  the 
County  Council  Services.  District  sub -committees  of  the  County  Health 
Committee  were  formed  to  advise  the  county  council  upon  the  Nursing  and 
Midwifery  service  and  later  upon  the  Home  Help  Service  and  Nurseries. 

During  1966  the  continued  value  of  these  services  was  examined  in  the 
light  of  their  cost  at  this  time  of  economic  stress.  The  committee 
representing  the  Petersfield  districts  decided  that  its  continued  existence 
could  no  longer  be  justified  and  so  it  wasdissolved.  Thanks  are  due  to 
the  members  of  this  committee  for  their  duties  over  the  years. 

Mental  Health. 


Mental  welfare  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council,  and 
the  Petersfield  area  is  covered  from  the  Fareham  office.  The  work  of 
this  service  is  designed  to  enable  the  mentally  ill  to  take  a  useful 
place  in  the  community  and  to  assist  and  support  those  families  who  are 
caring  for  them. 
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This  is  a  branch  of  the  local  authority  health  services  in  which  there  has 
been  considerable  expansion  in  recent  years. 

Home  Hein. 

Assistance  with  domestic  work  can  be  of  great  importance  in  enabling 
thfe  elderly  and  the  disabled  (whether  permanently  or  temporarily  disabled) 
to  remain  in  their  own  homes.  The  Home  Help  organizer  for  the  area  has  her 
office  in  the  new  block  at  the  Town  Hall.  Two  forms  of  help  are  provided  - 
the  full  Home  Help  Service  and  the  less  formal  G-ood  Neighbour  scheme.

VOLUNTARY  SERVICES. 


Meals  on  Wheels. 

Meals  for  this  service  had  been  provided  at  a  very  low  cost  for  several 
years  by  the  I.T.S.  Rubber  Company,  but  at  the  end  of  the  summer  this  firm 
closed  its  canteen,  and  the  alternative  supply  charged  more  per  meal. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Council  the  position  was  investigated  and  the  number 
likely  to  require  the  service  in  Petersfield  was  ascertained.  In  view  of 
this  the  Council  decided  to  participate  in  the  County  scheme  in  which  the 
cost  of  the  meal  over  and  above  l/6d  is  shared  between  the  district  and 
county  councils.  The  local  branch  of  the  W.R.V.S.  undertook  to  administer 
and  operate  the  scheme • 

It  had  been  hoped  that  it  would  be  possible  for  the  meals  to  be 
cooked  at  the  local  hospitals  but  this  was  not  possible  owing  to  staffing 
problems*  Fortunately  the  Headmaster  and  catering  staff  at  the  Secondary 
school  offered  to  provide  the  meals  in  term  time  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
service  will  begin  in  1 967 • 


V/  elf  are. 


An  increasing  interest  in  community  service  is  evident  amongst  young 
people  these  days  and  Petersfield  is  no  exception  to  this.  There  was 
increased  interest  in  this  field  on  the  part  of  local  secondary  schools, 
and  a  start  was  made  towards  the  end  of  the  year  with  home  visiting  on  a 
limited  scale  and  an  "odd  job"  service.  There  is  an  active  association  for 
the  welfare  of  the  elderly  embracing  both  rural  and  urban  districts  on  which 
the  various  town  and  parish  organisations  are  represented.  The  Red  Cross 
also  does  valuable  work  in  the  supply  of  medical  equipment,  the  organization 
of  chiropody  clinics  and  in  many  other  fields. 

The  work  done  through  these  and  many  other  voluntary  organizations  is 
of  great  value  to  the  community,  and  in  this  department  we  are  often  most 
thankful  to  ask  for  their  help.  Long  may  they  flourish. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

To  be  of  significance,  statistics  must  be  derived  from  a  sufficient 
number  of  observations.  Many  of  the  statistics  recorded  here  are  derived 
from  too  small  a  number  to  allow  of  strict  comparison  with  the  national 
figures. 


BIRTHS. 


The  corrected  birth  rate  for  1966  was  higher  than  the  previous  year, 
and  only  slightly  below  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  in  1966  was  only  3>  although  the  population  is  estimated  to 
have  increased  by  150.  In  all  but  one  respect  the  birth  statistics  are 
very  similar  to  those  recorded  in  1965;  in  that  year  there  were  4  still 
births  whereas  in  1966  there  were  none.

DEATHS . 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  1966  as 
compared  with  previous  years  which  is  clearly  shown  in  the  increase  in  the 
uncorrected  or  crude  death  rate  (deaths  per  1000  population).  When  this 
rate  is  corrected  to  allow  for  variations  in  the  age  and  sex  structure  of 
the  population  from  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  whole  the  increase  is  less 
marked,  and  the  rate  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.

Influenza. 


In  the  first  months  of  1966  there  was  a  considerable  epidemic 
of  influenza,  but  in  the  south  the  epidemic  ran  a  less  explosive  course 
than  in  some  northern  parts  of  the  country,  in  that  cases,  though 
numerous,  were  spread  over  a  longer  period  of  time  so  that  business 
and  services  were  able  to  carry  on  without  serious  difficulty.  It 
will  be  noted  that  5  deaths  were  attributed  to  influenza,  of  whom 
four  Y/ere  over  75  years  of  age.

B.C.G-.  vaccine  conveys  immunity  against  tuberculosis.  It  may  be  used 
to  protect  contacts  of  known  cases  and  is  offered  to  boys  and  girls 
attending  secondary  education.  An  initial  skin  test  shows  whether  the 
person  is  immune  or  not.  If  not  the  vaccine  is  given.  No  B.C.G-. 
vaccination  was  done  in  Petersfield  in  1966.

Although  no  case  of  this  infection  was  reported  in  1966  it 
is  widespread  in  Britain  and  cases  have  occured  in  neighbouring  districts. 
Regular  tests  taken  at  the  Abattoir  have  so  far  proved  negative  for  salmonella 
infection. 


The  Salmonella  group  of  bacteria  has  over  a  thousand  different  members, 
the  most  infamous  being  S  .typhi.  the  germ  causing  typhoid  fever.  They  live 
and  multiply  in  the  alimentary  tract  of  man  and  other  animals  and  are  spread 
through  excreta. 

The  various  species  of  salmonellae  are  usually  specific  for  a  particular 
animal  as  host,  for  example  S . typ hi  is  found  only  in  association  with  humans 
and  never  invades  other  animals.  The  "carrier”  state  is  often  found  in  this 
group;  a  "carrier”  is  a  person  who  continues  to  excrete  a  disease  causing 
bacteria  (and  who  may  therefore  be  infectious  to  others)  for  more  than  a 
year  but  who  has  no  signs  or  symptoms  of  illness.  The  carrier  state  is 
associated  with  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers  and  is  rare  in  other  infections 
with  this  group  of  bacteria,  but  people  infected  with  other  species  of 
Salmonellae  may  continue  to  excrete  the  bacteria  for  v/eeks  or  even  months 
after  recovery,  and  may  thus  be  a  danger  to  others.  People  affected  in 
this  way  are  termed  "  synrptomless  excreters”  .  In  some  cases  of  infection 
there  is  no  initial  illness  or  it  is  so  mild  that  it  is  not  noticed. 

One  of  the  most  unwelcome  properites  of  the  group  has  been  that  in 
recent  years  they  have  acquired  resistance  to  antibiotics  from  other  harmless 
intestinal  bacteria  who  have  been  exposed  to  anti-biotics.  This  process  is 
known  as  infective  resistance  transfer. 

S . typhimurium  is  one  species  which  is  causing  increasing  concern 
normally  infects  cattle  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  pigs,  in  which  animals  it 
causes  "scour”,  with  quite  a  high  fatality  rate  in  calves.  It  can  infect  man 
and  is  the  commonest  cause  of  food  poisoning  in  this  country;  the  inflammation 
and  irritation  of  the  lining  of  the  intestine  giving  rise  to  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting.  Most  such  attacks  are  short  lived  and  not  severe,  though  unpleasant, 
but  from  time  to  time  the  infection  is  more  virulent  and  may  cause  death  in  the 
very  young,  the  very  old  or  the  debilitated. 
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I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.D.H.  Payne,  Director  of  the  Portsmouth  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  the  following  figures.

During  1966  this  infection  caused  3  deaths  within  this  same  area.  In 
the  Aberdeen  typhoid  epidemic  of  1 964*  which  rightly  aroused  great  public 
concern,  there  were  over  400  cases  and  only  one  death. 

During  the  previous  three  years  S . typ himur ium  infection  increased 
markedly  in  cattle  and  pigs;  this  increase  appears  to  have  ceased  in  1966. 
The  keeping  of  animals  under  intensive  conditions  favours  the  spread  of 
infection  through  the  herd  and  makes  the  proper  cleansing  of  byres  more 
difficult.  The  current  methods  of  transport  and  dealing  in  livestock 
favour  the  dissemination  of  infection,  particularly  in  the  case  of  young 
calves  which  often  pass  through  three  or  four  hands,  and  the  trucks  used 
for  transport  are  seldom  thoroughly  cleansed.  Finally  the  use  of  antibiotic 
supplements  in  feeding  stuffs  or  their  indiscriminate  or  unskilled  use  in 
prophylaxis  or  treatment  of  stock  has  resulted  in  all  the  common  strains 
of  typhimurium  being  resistant  to  treatment  with  many  antibiotics. 

It  is  likely  that  the  number  of  cases  of  human  infection  will  continue 
to  increase;  if  the  infection  is  mild  it  is  better  not  treated  with 
antibiotics  because  such  treatment  prolongs  the  period  in  which  the  patient 
continues  to  excrete  bacteria.  If  the  infection  is  severe  chloramphenicol • 
may  be  used. 

It  is  not  generally  understood  that  this  infection  can  and  does  cause 
death;  it  is  important  that  this  should  be  realised,  as  then  perhaps  steps 
will  be  taken  to  control  the  source  of  the  infection,  which  is  livestock, 
particularly  calves,  and  the  way  in  which  they  are  bought  and  sold  and 
transported.  The  tighter  control  of  antibiotics  now  used  freely  in  farming 
is  under  consideration  at  the  present  time. 


IMMUNISATION 


School  Immunisation. 

Parents  of  children  born  in  1 958  and  1 96l  were  circulated  through 
schools  in  the  autumn  term  reminding  them  of  the  importance  of  immunisation 
and  reinforcing  ("booster”)  doses.  This  year  booster  doses  of  diphtheria/ 
tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  vaccine  were  offered. 

Where  parents  preferred  to  consult  their  own  family  doctor  and  where 
more  than  one  dose  was  needed  to  give  full  protection,  they  were  advised 
to  consult  their  own  doctor,  to  whom  the  form  was  sent.

The  figures  regarding  immunisation-  are  derived  from  record  cards  submitted  from 
family  doctors  and  from  clinics,  they  are  not  necessarily  completely  accurate  as  cards 
may  be  received  some  time  after  immunisation  and  some  may  never  come  at  all. 

However,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  table  above  that  rather  more  children  were 
immunised  against  diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  than  in  1965*  Of  the  1  30 
children  bora  in  1965,  11 0  had  been  immunised  by  the  end  of  1966  -  this  is  8-4%,  a 
very  satisfactory  proportion.  The  corresponding  proportion  of  1964  children  was 
70%  at  the  end  of  1  965  •

The  above  table  shows  a  small  reduction  in  the  number  receiving  primary 
immunisation  although  83%  of  children  born  in  1964  had  been  immunised  against 
poliomyelitis  by  the  end  of  1966.  This  is  an  improvement  on  the  corresponding 
figures  for  1963  children  (70%). 

The  numbers  receiving  "booster1'  doses  showed  a  definite  increase  due,  it 
is  thought,  to  the  effect  of  the  school  campaign  which  did  not  include  poliomyelitis

INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  IMMUNISATION. 


By  international  agreement,  travellers  arriving  from  countries  declared 
to  be  infected  may  be  required  to  produce  a  valid  international  certificate 
(on  the  prescribed  form)  against  any  of  the  following  diseases: - 

Smallpox  Certificate  valid  for  3  years,  effective  8  days  after  successful 
primary  vaccination,  immediately  upon  re-vaccination. 

Cholera  Certificate  valid  for  6  months;  effective  from  date  of  second 

injection  for  primary  immunisation.  Where  reinforcing  dose  given 
within  period  of  efficacy  of  previous  immunisation  one  dose  only 
required. 

Both  vaccines  can  be  given  by  general  practitioners  but  advance  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  made  so  that  vaccine  can  be  ordered.  Both  of  these  certificates 
require  the  doctor's  signature  to  be  authenticated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  whom  they  should  be  sent  for  this  purpose. 

Yellow  Fever.  Available  only  at  certain  specified  centres;  of  which 

Southampton  and  London  are  the  nearest. 

Persons  travelling  abroad  are  advised  to  have  in  their  possession  valid 
International  Certificates  of  Smallpox  immunisation.  Cholera  and  Yellow  Fever 
immunisation  is  needed  only  for  travel  to  certain  tropical  countries,  and 
advice  should  be  sought  from  the  carrier. 

Immunisation  against  Typhoid  Feveris  not  obligatory;  it  is  strongly  advised 
however  if  travelling  to  certain  European  and  other  countreis  where  the 
incidence  of  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers  is  much  greater  than  in  Britain. 

Finally  leave  plenty  of  time  to  get  all  these  procedures  carried  out  -  at 
least  one  month.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area,  and  the  duties  for  which  I  am  responsible* 

The  throughput  at  The  Grange  Abattoir  continued  to  increase,  occupying 
a  proportionally  larger  percentage  of  your  Inspectors'  time  in  order  to 
maintain  100 %  inspection.  This  necessitates  overtime  during  the  normal 
working  week,  and,  also  regular  Saturday  overtime. 

The  requirements  of  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  which 
came  into  operation  during  1964,  would,  with  very  few  exceptions,  seem  to 
have  been  implemented,  and  regular  inspections  of  all  premises  affected  have 
been  made. 

Regular  samples  of  water  wero  taken,  the  water  in  the 
Swimming  Baths  at  both  the  Town  Hall  and  Churcher' s  College  v/as  tested  weekly 
during  the  period  of  use. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  other  Council  Departments 
for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  would  also  like 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  invaluable  help  and  assistance  I  receive  at  all  times 
from  the  Council's  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  Carter.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area* 


Water  Supply 

The  Water  Undertaker  for  the  area  is  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company, 
Farnham,  the  chief  source  of  supply  being  the  two  deep  boreholes  at  Sheet, 
augmented  by  spring  water  from  Oakshott.  All  the  houses  in  the  district 
are  supplied  direct  from  the  Company's  mains,  with  the  exception  of  four 
houses  supplied  from  wells. 

The  supply  which  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  is  adequate,  and  during 
the  year  15  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which 
were  satisfactory. 

In  addition  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  subject  their  water  to 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  I 
am  supplied  with  copies  of  the  Analyst's  reports.  All  these  reports  indicated 
that  the  water  was  of  a  suitable  quality  for  human  consumption.

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  Urban  Area,  namely  the  Petersfield 
Swimming  Bath  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  school  bath  at  Churcher* s 
College.  The  Petersfield  Swimming  Bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  during 
the  season  both  for  residual  chlorine  and  pH  value,  and  in  addition  from# 
both  baths  samples  of  water  are  taken  weekly  for  bacteriological  examination 
with  the  following  results: -

The  explanation  for  the  difference  in  results  is  that  whereas  the  water 
in  the  Petersfield  Swimming  Bath  is  both  filtered  and  chlorinated,  the  water 
at  Churcher’ s  is  subject  to  chlorination  only,  the  absence  of  filtration 
leading  to  less  than  satisfactory  results.  It  is  understood  that  a  scheme 
for  the  installation  of  an  efficient  filtration  plant  at  this  bath  is  now 
being  prepared. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

As  previously  reported  the  Council  have  in  the  course  of  preparation  a 
scheme  for  the  modernisation  and  enlargement  of  their  existing  disposal  works 
which  in  their  present  state  are  seriously  overloaded,  and  also  for  the  exten 
sion  of  new  sewers  into  those  parts  of  the  area  not  now  served. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  some  80  cesspools  in  the  district,  all  of 
which  are  emptied  twice  a  year  without  charge  upon  application  to  the  Health 
Department. 

In  addition  there  are  some  50  houses  with  pail  closets.  On  behalf  of 
the  Council  these  are  emptied  twice  weekly  by  the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern 
Counties)  Ltd.  of  Botley,  Southampton. 
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Fublic  Cleansing 


The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  all  roads  in  the 
district. 

A  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  made,  and,  in  addition, 
trade  refuse  is  also  collected. 

All  these  services  are  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 


Refuse  Tips 

The  refuse  tip  is  situate  on  land  adjoining  the  Council's  sewage 
disposal  works,  and  far  enough  away  from  any  habitation  to  give  rise  to 
any  nuisance  complaints.  The  useful  life  of  this  site  as  a  tip  is 
rapidly  approaching  its  end,  and,  in  the  future,  by  agreement  with  the 
Petersfield  Rural  District  Council,  tipping  will  take  place  in  their  area. 


Shops 


Most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  1950  are  administered  by  the 
County  Council,  although  shops  are  regularly  inspected  mainly  when  these 
premises  are  visited  under  other  statutes.

Broadways  Caravan  Site  off  The  Causeway  is  licensed  for  150 
caravans.  Although  the  owner  has  been  given  a  period  of  several  years 
to  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  his  site  licence  there  is  still 
much  work  to  be  done  here  before  full  compliance  is  affected,  and,  in 
connection  therewith,  the  site  operator  has  been  contacted  several  times.

ADULTERATIONS. 

The  law  relating  to  the  composition  of  food  and  drugs  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1953>  places  restrictions 
on  the  addition  of  other  substances  to  any  food  constituents.  Probably 
the  most  important  section  in  Part  1  of  the  Act  is  section  2,  which  relates 
to  the  sale  of  food  and  drugs  which  are  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or 
quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser.  Most  of  the  prosecutions  which  arise 
are  in  respect  of  offences  under  this  section. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  Petersfield  Wholesale  Meat  Company  Ltd  continue  to  expand  their 
business  which  is  carried  out  from  The  Grange  Abattoir,  Petersfield  where 
facilities  are  also  available  for  local  butchers  to  have  their  own  animals 
killed,  and  also  for  emergency  slaughter* 

Meat  from  this  abattoir  is  distributed  over  a  wide  area  of  East  Hamp shire, 
Sussex,  and  Surrey,  and  even  the  Channel  Islands  are  supplied. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  is  maintained, 
this  entailing  evening  and  Saturday  visits  of  inspections,  no  slaughtering 
was  carried  out  on  Sundays* 


The  number  of  animals  passing  through  the  Abattoir  still  increases; 
the  total  number  of  animals  killed  1+8032  being  an  increase  of  4128  or  3% 
over  the  throughput  for  1965® 


Cysticercus  Bovis* 

22  cases  of  this  disease  were  discovered  in  1965, the  majority  being 
single  cysts* 

Cysticercus  bovis,  of  which  cattle  are  the  intermediate  host  is  the 
cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm,  and  can  be  transmitted  to  human  beings 
when  raw  or  undercooked  beef  containing  a  live  cyst  is  eaten*  No  generalised 
infestation  was  discovered  at  Petersfield*  Where  localised  infestation  with 
live  cysts  was  discovered,  the  carcases  were  subjected  to  a  period  of 
refrigeration  treatment  which  had  the  effect  of  killing  the  cysts.

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  the  hygiene  of  schools  in  the 
District;  where  there  is  cause  for  concern  for  any  reason  telephone  and  seek 
advice.  The  School  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for  the  medical  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  children  and  advice  regarding  matters  of  personal  health,  and  is 
also  able  to  advise  on  hygiene  generally  when  at  the  school.
